duce and the general stagnation of trade, which, unfortunately, 
but too manifest. It is, however, satisfactory to remember that 
history repeats itself, and that depression such as we are now passing 
through has often had to be experienced before, and has as often given - * 
times of activity and prosperity. It is somewhat remarkab': that acteu, 
standing the experience of the past there should be found so many persons - 
persist in gloomy forebodings in face of the almost absolute certainty that ~ 
shall have better times before long.

Itis a fortunate thing that Iam 
able to speak of a division at that rate, as one to which we have 
been “ usually accustomed,” and much credit is due to Mr. Morehead 
for the management which has established the company on so solid a 
foundation, The past year has been an anxious one for all owners 
of pastoral property, as well as for those who are interested in it 
as mortgagees, owing to the severe drought, which has destroyed millions 
of sheep and cattle in various parts of the colonies. When the directors met you 
in May allusion was made to this matter in the report then presented, and in 
the remarks of the Chairman upon it, At that time telegrams had been received 
in London, not from this company’s manager, but from the representatives of 
a and institutions here largely interested, to the effect that the drought 
ad quite broken up, and we were very glad to make that information known to 
you, It would appear, however, from advices that have since been received by 
the board, that the rains in the beginning of this year had given rise to the 
belief that the drought had broken up, must have been much more partial than 
they were thought to be at the time. Asa matter of fact, there has been no 
break in the drought in many parts of Queensland upto the date of the last 
written advices from the manager. Within the last few days there have been 
telegrams received of rainfall, but, as these have not come from this company’s 
manager, we must conclude that it has not touched that part of the colony 
where Mount Cornish is situated, which is the station which has been 
the most injuriously affected by the drought. Had rain in any quantity 
fallen there the manager would, we believe, have telegraphed the fact to 
the board; and we must conclude, from his not having done so, that 
the drought continues there. That it will be productive of loss of cattle 
there can be no doubt—indeed, it is known that some loss has taken 
place. Owing, however, to the impossibility of making a muster of the 
cattle in so dry a season I am not able to give any exact figures on the subject. 
These we must wait for until the drought breaks up, and the cattle shall have re- 
covered condition, so as to be able to bear mustering. Mr. Edkins, the resident 
manager on Mount Cornish, writing in May last, expressed the opinion then 
that the losses which had been caused by the drought would be found to be 
more than replaced by the young stock, which owing to the drought had not 
been branded or counted into the figures which are given inthe report. Mr. 
Edkins we have always found a careful man, and we should feel disposed to rely 
a good deal upon any statement by way of estimate that may come from him, 
but [am quite prepared myself to find that a continuance of the drought will 
have upset the basis of his estimate, and to learn that considerable loss of cattle 
has been sustained. Iam very glad to know that one beneficial effect of the 
drought (in the interest of pasturage) has been a decided improvement in 
the price of cattle and sheep, and I am inclined to hope, when all the stock that 
has been and will be sent to market is realised, that on balancing losses by 
death against gains by improved value of cattle sold and held the company 
will stand very well. The rains that are reported to have fallen quite recently, 
aithough not, it is assumed, at Mount Cornish, will be very beneficial to 
this company by rendering it possible to send stock to market, and of meet- 
ing the strong demand for store stock that will arise from all stations 
where the numbers have been reduced. A subject which arises naturally from 
this demand for animals to stock stations which have been denuded is that 
of an increased requirement of capital for this purpose, which is expected to 
arise as soon as station owners feel that the drought is really over. In anticipa- 
tion of this the board proposed an increase of capital at the last half-yearly 
meeting, which you sanctioned, Accordingly, 200,000/. of Five per Cent. Gua- 
ranteed Preference Stock were created and issued, and the whole of it was 
promptly taken up. It stands now in the Stock Exchange here at a premium 
of nearly 20 percent. With this money the manager expects to make some 
ore investments when the drought shall have broken up; in the meantime he is 
corey bem amount on deposit at rates that will more than pay the interest that 
has to be paid on the stock here. This accounts for the large sum in the accounts 
under the head of ‘cash on deposit.” The board fully expect to see this ab- 
sorbed by good investments before very long, and they are quite satisfied with 
the course the manager is taking in refraining from granting loans until he 
shall have before him a pretty clear view of the effects of the drought upon the 
pastoral interests generally. An investment which the company has held for 
many years has at length been realised. I allude to the Pyrmont Bridge Oom- 
pany’s shares. These were originally taken up in order that the building of the 
bridge (a property which the company held, Lyndhurst estate) might be brought 
into closer connection with Sydney, and so be made available for building 
purposes. This end has been attained. The Act of Parliament under which the 
bridge was constructed gave power to the Government at Sydney to purchase 
it, under certain conditions, For many years the bridge did not pay, and this 
company obtained no return on the capital invested, except the indirect one of 
improvement in value of the Lyndhurst estate. As that estate was opened up 
and population increased there the traffic on the bridge of course improved,and 
during the last seven or eight years the bridge company has given its share- 
holders very good returns, which they would have been glad enough to have 
continued to receive. However, the Government seemed to think that their 
opportunity had come, and they gave notice to purchase, under the Act of In- 
corporation, of the bridge company. Efforts were made to retain the property 
by the bridge company, but there was no getting over the terms of the Act of 
Parliament, and accordingly the bridge has become Government property, and 
the purchase money has been paid. This company will realise a fair profit on 
its investment—about 10,000/., and this will come in to the next profit and loss 
account. I now come to the intended resignation of Mr. Morehead. When 
this company was first started in Aberdeen, in 1840, Mr. Morehead was appointed 
its manager, and went out to Sydney with a capital of some 50,000/. for employ- 
ment.

GAS FURNACE FOR REDUCING IRON ORE.—A new system of iron 
and steel making has been devised by Mr. Louis de Soulages. The 
general idea of the process is divisible into two heads—the pre- 
paration of the ore, and its reduction by a flame of carbonic oxide. 
Mr. de Soulages holds that the connection of a mineral with its 
gaugue is due to the presence of molecules of water of crystallisa- 
tion or combination, which if evaporated will permit of the easy 
separation of the two substances. In practice the mineral is first 
broken small by a Blake machine, and it is then ground by cylin- 
ders into grains of from 1 to 3 mm.in diameter. After this it is 
dried and screened into three sizes by volume, and it is then 
separated according to gravity. The gaseous fuel is prepared in a 
peculiar manner. Retorts heated by coal contain carbonate of 
lime in their lower portion and wood charcoal above. The heat 
disengages the carbonic acid, which becomes transformed into car- 
bonic oxide by traversing the wood charcoal, and the gas is then 
collected in a gasholder for use in the reduction furnaces. After 
being used in this way the carbonic oxide becomes carbonic acid, 
and it is then conducted to other retorts, which are divided into 
two parts and heated by the carbonic oxide from the gasholder. 
The upper parts of these retorts contain wood charcoal, and the 
conversion back to carbonic acid is performed as easily as in the 
first operation, but without the necessity for extracting carbonic 
acid from carbonate of lime. It is essential that the hearth where 
the operation is carried out be kept free from the admission of air ; 
but to raise the temperature by the combustion of the carbonic 
oxide a regulated supply of air is admitted from a suitable reser- 
voir. After the heat has been raised to about 1500° C., the com- 
bination of the carbonic oxide with the molecule of oxygen contained 
in the metallic oxide under reduction will keep up the temperature 
without further aerial combustion.

VENEZUELAN GOLD MINES—NACUPAI, NOUVEAU MONDE, 
AND CHILE. 


S1r,—The remarks made by the mem bers of the late Chile board 
relative to me at the last two meetings of the Chile Gold Mining 
Company liberate me from all reticence with regard to their direct 
action which brought on the entire stoppage of the works of the 
Nacupai Company at Nacupai and the paralysation of the large 
works of Chile since April 8 of this year. The holders of the Nou- 
veau Monde and Nacupai Companies shares will be surprised to 
learn taat Mr. Harvey, the Chairman of the late Chile board of 
directors, when on examination Monday last before the Re- 
gistrar in Bankruptcy, acknowledged that he had in his pos- 
session the original titles or expendientes of all the Austin conces- 
sions—Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, and 10, which were known to have 
been lost from the Government archivesin Venezuela. These docu- 
ments, it seems, had been lent to him and the Chile board for in- 
spection anterior to April, 1882, and have been in their possession 
since. When demanded back delivery was, I understand, first 
evaded, then declined, and finally possession was denied. It is now, 
however, known in whose hands these documents are. In 1883-84 
acontinued search was made for these documents by the Govern- 
ment officials both in Caracas and elsewhere; they proved 
ineffectual, and the President of the Republic, the illustrious 
American General Guzman Blanco, declared the Austin con- 
cessions lapsed to the Government by a decree of March 31, 
published in the Gaceta Oficial, dated April 5, 1884, including in 
the decree Austin No. 9, although I had proved by a title entirely 
independent of the original deeds my legal possession of that pro- 
perty three times before the tribunals of that country. The lapsed 
concessions were granted to General Andres Simon Ibarra, and are 
now in the hands of his representatives. 
I presume that it was on the possession of these documents that 
the following telegram was sent to me in Venezuela, dated April 17, 
1882:—To the code name of the manager of Chile.—* Work No. 9 
for best results ; arranged keep secret.”

other arrangements if desired. A copy of the decision of Feb. 6, 
1883, in my favour, confirmed by a second judgment of the 26th of 
the same month, was sent to England to the Chairman and directors 
of the Chile Company, yet in face of this judgment a fictitious sale 
was made in April, 1883, by the Guayana Company—thathad not one 
shred of title—to the Chile Company, for a sum of, I believe, 10,000/., 
the directors of the Chile and Guayana Companies being virtually 
the same men, and the same secretary. The fact that these docu- 
ments above alluded to were in England came to my knowledge 
in December, 1882, and fully eight months after the receipt of the 
telegram above mentioned. 
It is well known that if these original documents had been among 
the archives of the Venezuelan Government instead of in the hands 
of the Chile Company’s Chairman, the confiscation of the conces- 
sions made in March last would have been impossible, and that any 
dispute relative to Austin 1X. could have been amicably settled as 
I advised, both in Oct. 23, 1881, and in April, 1883. The Chile Mine, 
as now developed, at a depth of 600 ft., is now not dependent on 
the higher levels that run into Austin IX, and can now be easily 
worked without that concession, but naturally from the depth at 
considerably greater cost.

The trade in the autumn of this year has been extremely disappointing. 
There were features which promised well for the trade, but those promises have 
not been fulfilled. Various commercial, political, financial, and other difficul- 
ties have had to be contended against, and which have proved too heavy for 
the sensitive state of trade, whilst the ill-effects and influences of other trade 
have severely tried the patience of holders. The demand to meet the regular 
wants of the trade bas been dull, and business confined within the narrowest 
limits, whilst the speculative enquiry has been even still more depressed, and 
little or no support has been atany time given tothe markei. It was thought 
at the commencement of the autumn that the low prices must stimulate the 
demand, and in some degree they did; but the unprofitableness of business has 
been so great that in many instances manufacturers and other sellers would 
rather have been witnoutit. Asthe autumn opened so it has continued right 
up to the end, with the greatest amount of anxiety and uneasiness continuing 
to exist. 

Hesitation, indecision, and uncertainty have been the characteristic features 
of the market for a very long time past,and there has been nothing to inspire 
confidence ; but, on the contrary, no sooner has one difficulty passed away than 
another, of perhaps even greater magnitude, has arisen to disturband disorganise 
the market.

mechanical appliances and the necessity of meeting practical exigey, 
cies came into play more than in perhaps any other branch of applied 
chemistry, so that the difficulties of the teacher of technology wer 
much greater, and much more must of necessity be left to the student 
to work out in his subsequent experience. Bat while admitting thj, 
much could be done to place the principles and chief facts before the 
pupil in the technical school. In asimilar way lectures accompanieq 
by practical laboratory work on the chemical principles involved jy 
brewing and in many other separate branches of applied chemistry 
would be of advantage to those who desired to qualify themselves fo 
such branches. 

Sut perhaps the most important part of Sir Henry Roscor’s 
address was that which condemned the system of attempting to 
make students regard school models of industrial plant as any gyb. 
stitute for the plant itself as every day used in the ordinary way of 
business. Were Sir Henry's views adopted the antagonism between 
practical men and technologists would cease, and each would regog. 
nise the absolute necessity of combining with his own the knowledge 
of the other, and that alone each kind of knowledge is comparatively 
valueless. It is probable that nine out of ten successful men of 
business will fully concur with Sir Henry Roscoe that to ered 
brewing plant or a salt cake furnace in a school, or to endeavour to 
work metallurgical processes on a large scale, or even to dye or print 
in quantity would, he believed, be a step neither of commercial nor 
educational advantage. He was perfectly aware of the difficulty of 
obtaining properly qualified teachers in these several branches, and 
he knew well that even competent men who had both theoretica| 
and practical experience found it extremely difficult to make them. 
selves acquainted with the newest steps in the varving and progres. 
sive processes of applied chemistry. This knowledge could only be 
gained by practical experience and intimate contact with industrial 
life. But thongh these circumstances might render it impossible to 
teach chemical technology completely up to the standard of the 
most advanced manufacturers of the day there was surely still plenty 
of room left for the teacher. They might be satisfied if by carefy| 
training they were brought to know the principles of their calling, 
though their knowledge of detail might be even deficient and some. 
what antiquated. Hitherto he had been speaking of what might be 
termed the rank and file of their young technologists. He should 
like also to express his opinion that the course he had sketched, 
thoagh safficient perhaps for that class, was insufficient for those 
who looked forward to becoming leaders in industry. Such 
persons must carry on their scientific edacation to a higher 
level—that of original research. The problems which presented 
themselves for solution to the student who undertook original 
scientific work in the laboratory were, so far as the chemical por. 
tion of the work was concerned, on a small scale analagous to 
those he had to meet on a large scale in the works. If he had learmt 
the methods by which the one could be overcome he was in possession 
of the means of vanqnishing the other. Of course he was aware that 
another important subject formed an essential part of the education 
of a chemical technologist—that of engineering. He thought all

In almost every part of the United 
Kingdom either short yet important connecting links of rail are pro- 
noted with the great trunk lines, or altogether new projects started. 
We regret, however, to see that Ireland is still conspicuous by the 
absence offany fresh railway undertakings of any magnitude, and 
thus her best interests are againignored. We have repeatedly urged 
that nothing would be so conducive to the material wel- 
fire and the prosperity of our sister-isle as well-devised 
nilway undertakings running through some of the immense 
tracts of land which abound in mineral wealth, and which are only 
awaiting railway connection for its development, and it is, there- 
fore, we regret to find that our Government have not brought for- 
ward some general scheme having such objects in view. Many of the 
principal schemes which seek parliamentary sanction arein connection 
with our great coal districts, and South Wales is again prominent.

The dryness of 
the past summer has made itself felt in many ways in connection 
with the question of underground water. Wells that nearly or quite 
rau out in July and August have failed to recover themselves, and if 
things continue as they are at present there ought to be a very mate- 
rial saving in all the large mines in connection with the pumping 
charges. Indeed the effect of the dry summer is such that there has 
in some localities been an actual scarcity of water, though not so 
much affecting dressing operations as clay working; and should 
next year prove dry also we shall have a marked deficiency in many 
quarters. However that is looking very far ahead, and we may very 
well content ourselves with present advantage, and not trouble our- 
| selves with the future. 

| There is a decided lack of enterprise shown in connection with the 
| statutory parliamentary notices of new schemes, railway and the 
like, for the two western counties. This is hardly either to be won- 
dered at or regretted. There are several projects authorised which 
for some reason or other are at a standstill; and the fate of certain 
others that have been carried out is not by any means encouraging. 
What capital can be got into the district just now needs to be wisely 
applied and husbanded ; and we cannot afford to have it laid out on 
doubtful or unprofitable projects. Mining in particular has to bear 
not only its own inevitable burdens, but the discredit of an enormous 
amount of financial “ manipulation”—to use a modest term—that 
really does not belong to it. A man can ruin himself by investing in 
any line if he will not exercise ordinary care; and mining specala- 
tions in particular would never have enlisted so many rogues if there 
had not been an abundant harvest of not only ready, but eager dupes. 
Seasons of depression like the present do some service by testing the 
true and the false, and by placing legitimate mining in its proper 
position. It is a very small and very poor comfort, and bought at a 
very high rate; but still the mines that weather the storm will derive 
some advantage from it by-and-bye, in the inevitable “ survival of 
the fittest.” 











REPORT FROM LANCASHIRE. 


Nov. 27.—There has been a little more enquiry coming forward 
for house fire coals, as the result of the more winter-like weather of 
the last few days; but there is still a general absence of any pres- 
sure of demand, and supplies continue plentiful, with very few of 
the collieries working more than four to five days a week. The 
accumulation of stocks under load on the pit sidings has operated 
against the market being as yet materially affected by any increased 
demand that has come forward, and round coals continue to be 


At the meeting of the ironworkers of Bilston, held this week, Mr. 

James Capper, the operatives’ secretary to the Wages Board, im- 

pressed upon his hearers the fact that the real cause of the depression 

in theiron trade was theintroduction of steel. He reiterated his advice 

that the men should support the Wages Board and become organised. 
The result of the meeting was that the men’s representatives upon 
the board were left free to consider the action upon the wages ques- 
tion. Ata meeting of the ironworkers at Brierley Hill, it has this 
week been decided that there isa “ great necessity for combination,’ 

so as to “ stem the continual reduction in wages,” and an effort is to 
be made to secure the desired combination. 

The coroner’s enquiry into the deaths of the three men killed by 
the explosion of three boilers at the works at Bilston of the Stafford- 
shire Steel and Ingot Iron Company was concluded on Tuesday. Mr. 
James Ramsey, M.E., and surveyor of the Board of Trade, stated 
that he had tested the blow-off pipe after the accident, and had 
found it partly turned. The blow-off cocks should be placed where 
they could be seen, not underneath the boiler. The jury returned a 
verdict to the effect that the explosion was due to shortness of water 
in No. 2 boiler from a leakage in the blow-off pipe and cock, the re- 
sult of accidental causes, and not from the negligence of the engi- 
neer in charge. They recommended that in future all blow-off cocks 
should be placed on the top of the boiler, and that the company 
should increase the number of boilers previously existing. 

A severe explosion of fire-damp took place on Wednesday in the 
Dudley Colliery Company’s Prince of Wales Pit, Oakham, near 
Dudley. The pit being admirably equipped with precautionary 
arrangements, the 50 men who were at work escaped, but five valu- 
able horses in the stables were suffocated, owing to the impossi- 
bility of bringing them through the flames to the foot of the shaft. 








TRADE IN SOUTH WALES. 


Nov, 27.—The Steam Coal Trade at all the ports, which seemed 
inclined to fall away a few weeks ago, has again increased in volume, 
and assumed its normal healthy appearance. The amount shipped 
from Cardiff last week was 141,289 tons of foreign and about 20,000 
coastwise, with 1270 tons patent fuel ; Newport, 39,359 tons foreign 
and about 24,000 coastwise; Swansea, 24,805 tons foreign and about 
14,000 coastwise, with 4905 tons patent fuel. Good steam coal 
realises,from 10s to 11s. per ton, while house coal is quoted at from 
8s. 9d. to 9s. 3d. Small steam coal, which has long been in quiet 
demand, is now being sought after, while the patent fuel trade, as 
usual, is active. 

The output of Nixon’s Navigation Collieries, which has for the last 
few months been sent over the Taff Vale Railway Company, has 
again been entrusted to the Rhymney Railway Company, and the 
agreement dates from Tuesday last. This ought to have a favour- 
able influence upon Rhymney stock. The basis of agreement be- 
tween Lord Bute and the Taff Vale Railway Company has been 
agreed upon with regard to the dock and railway amalgamation. 
Lord Bute is to receive 750,000/. 4 per cent. preference stock in respect 
to his dock undertakings, and 862,500/. ordinary stock of the amal- 
gamated company, besides receiving in cash the value of the new 
Roath Dock, about 500,0007., now in course of construction. He will 
also receive 1d. per ton in lieu of ground rent upon all coal shipped 
at the docks. 

There is nothing of a cheery nature to report with respect to the 
iron and steel trades. Only 970 tons were shipped from Newport 
last week, and 399 from Cardiff. The arrivals of iron ore at Cardiff 
last week were 8007 tons from Bilbao; Newport received 9010 tons 
from Bilbao and 1450 other sources. The Tin-plate Trade is fairly 
active, but prices are too low to remunerate manufacturers.

In the Iron Trade a generally dull tone continues, with low prices 
ruling and very little disposition to buy. [n pig-iron business is very 
slow, with supplies plentiful and sellers in many cases open to book 
long forward at present rates. Lancashire makers are still doing 
a moderate business on the basis of 41s. to 41s. 6d., less 24 for forge 
and foundry qualities, delivered equal to Manchester. There are 
some district brands also to be got at about the same figures, although 
the average quoted rates are about 42s. 6d. to 43s. for Lincolnshire, 
up to 44s, and 45s. for good brands of Derbyshire, less 2} delivered 
here. In outside brands North Country iron remains about steady 
at late rates; but for Scotch iron there is a disposition in some 
quarters to take rather less money. Hematites continue only in poor 
demand, and although prices are not quite so low as they were a few 
weeks back, 53s. to 54s., less 24, represent about the full average 
prices for good foundry brands delivered here. 

In the manufactured Iron Trade there is only a small weight of 
business coming forward, and although one or two of the leading 
makers are kept well employed generally, orders are being more 
anxiously sought after, and prices show a tendency towards weak- 
ness.

The First DesskMER STEELWORKS IN THE UNITED STATES was 
graphically descaibed in a paper by Mr. W. F. Durfee, of Bridge- 

tt, Conn., who explained that in June, 1862, he was engaged to 
test, by experiments on a large scale, the merits of a steel process 
invented by Mr. WILLIAM KELLY, of Kentucky, and essentially the 
same as the Bessemer process. In discussing with Capt. Ward the 
veneral scheme for the proposed experiment, it was determined to 
build an engine of sufficient power and blowing capacity for use in 
an establishment for producing steel on a commercial scale should 
the results in the experimental works justify such an enterprise, 
and a similar conclusion was arrived at with respect to the size and 
general character of the converting vessel. As to the rest of the appa- 
ratus, it was decided to design it without reference to any possibility 
of its use in another work, but as cheaply and as simply as it could 
be made for the purposes of the experiment only; and it was 
farther’ determined to erect the experimental plant adjacent to 
and partly,in, the building of the Eureka Furnace at Wyandotte, 
come 10 miles below Detroit, on the Detroit river, where Captain 
Ward had extensive rolling mills. It is also determined that 
the metal for the experiment should be taken direct from the 
blast-furnace, and that the speigeleisen should be melted in 
crucibles. As soon, continues Mr. Durfee, as this general scheme 
of procedure was fixed upon I entered upon the work of 
preparing plans for carrying it into execution, and just here diffi- 
culties began to be enzountered. I had never seen any apparatus 
for the manufacture of steel by the method proposed, and the de- 
seription of that used by Mr Kelly at his abandoned works in 
Kentucky satisfied me that it was not suited for an experiment 
on so large a scale as was contemplated at Wyandotte. I 
hal no plans furnished me from abroad, and very little 
had been published of rhe details of the new process as 
conducted in Europe, and I very much doubt if at the date of 
which I speak (June to July, 1862) any citizen of the United 
States save the late Z. S. Durfee (then in England), had ever seen 
the inside of a works where steel was made by the apparatus in- 
vented by Bessemer. However, I possessed myself of all the infor- 
mation obtainable, and, as it was confidently expected that Mr. 
7.8. Durfee would be successful in his efforts to purchase the 
Amerioan patents issued to Bessemer for various forms of apparatus 
for the production of steel by the pneumatic method, it was thought 
only to be anticipating the acquisition of property rights in the 
premises to use such of his inventions as seemed suited to the pur- 
pores in view. 

Notwithstanding delays and annoyances caused by the multitudes 
of entagonisms encountered on every hand, the work progressed, so 
that on the retarn of Z, S. Darfee from England in September, 1862, 
I was enabled toshow him the converter in a nearly complete state, 
and was very much pleased to hear him say that it “ looked very 
like converters that he had seen abroad.” In the winter of 1862-63 
the construction of the blowing-engine was commenced, but owing 
to various interruptions occasioned by the war, strikes, and the fact 
that part of my time was occupied in supervising work at Chicago, 
the engine was not completed until the spring of 1864. The plant 
was located in the old buildings belonging to the Eureka blast-fur- 
hace, some small additions being made thereto in which to place the 
blowing-engine and converter. The converter was provided with 
seven tuyeres, each having seven holes 5-16ths. in. in diameter. 

In the summer of 1864, before the first conversion was made, it 
was decided that, as we would be called upon to experiment with a 
variety of brands of pig metal sent us by parties interested in the 
Works, it was expedient to build a reverberatory furnace.

The machine isa cheap and practical process—it never need stop for 
charging or cleaning up, being nearly self-acting. Steam, electricity, and mer- 
cury are used in the process of extracting the mineral. 

| This machine or amalgamator is adapted for free-milling gold or silver ores, 
| or refractory after roasting. It consists of a series of three or more large cy- 
-inders, wider at one end than the other, placed one above the other in a hori- 
zontal position, a shaft or spindle running through the centre of each. 

The ore and mercury are fed into the first cylinder, passing into the second, 
and then to the third. The first cylinder is furnished with steel mullers which 
| nearly touch the sides of the cylinder, and revolve ata good rate of speed, mix- 
ing the mercuryand ore. The second cylinder is furnished with large steel 
brushes attached to the shaft or spindle, revolving at a high rate of speed; 
through this a current of electricity is furnished by a Westinghouse dynamic 
electro machine, which materially assists in gathering the particles of very fine 
gold together, and thoroughly amalgamating the metal and mercury. Thethird 
| cylinder is similarly furnished to the second ; into this the amalgam passes, and 
is again acted upon and mixed by the brushes to catch any gold which might 
have escaped amalgamation in the second, A fourth cylinder may be used if 
found necessary. 

The amalgamated pulp then passes through a revolving copper drum, plated 
with quicksilver inside. As the drum revolves it takes up the most part of the 
amalgamated gold. As the inside of the drum is constantly washed with a spray 
of water from perforated pipes fixed inside of said drum, a clean-plated surface 
is constantly brought in contact with the pulp or tailings as it passes out from 
the cylinders. After leaving the drum it falls down on to incline copper plates, 
the same as is now used in stamp mills. 

The amalgam can be collected from the drum and plates without stopping the 
machine, and any live quicksilver that passes will be caught in syphons. The 
tailings are carried off with the water. The machine when attached to the flume 
will be driven by the waste water ; it sifts the fine sands from the coarse gravel, 
and amalgamates it as above, 

The specific points claimed by Prof. Manes and Sons in their patent are— 

1.—The saving of almost all the mineral passing through the machine. 

2.—The loss being less than 10 pe cent. 

3.—The entire absence of loss of the amalgamated material, thereby saving all 
the mercury, which, with the processes now in use, there is a large loss both cf 
mercury and the precious metal. 

4.—The small cost per ton at which the ore can be treated. 

By the addition of the powerful current of electricity that passes off the re- 
volving brushes, the most minute particles of gold wil] be caught and retained, 
which in the ordinary flume and stamps passes off with the water; this often 
amounts to a large percentage.

the machines, they will take a share of the gold for their services, or they will 

send their machines to any part of the world, or will sell patent rights to those 
| desiring any of their patent machines or revolving furnaces for roasting or 
| smelting ores, ball pulverisers, &c.
